SUBJKCT : Contacts at the Russian Institute/ Cover implications 

1* On 16 September I visiSOd the Russian Institute 
and net the following : 

a/ Dr. Bruno KALNINS, chief librarian and instructor. 

In his outside activities KALNINS is the Chairman of the Latvian 

Social-Democratic party in exile* I introduced myself to 

him and dioussed with him both my notional research projeot 

and the organization of Slavlo studies and the Russian Institt* v 

at the Stockholm University* As far as my notional researoh 

is eoneerned* KAIHINS advised me to get in touch with the 

"Lettiaka Hj&lp" Committee, especially with /fnu/ BRBTKS,and 

with /fnu/ DZIJI2?A,a8 well as with some 'Swedish offlol&l 

institutes. Hs obviously took my projeot serlously f rsgretted 

that so far no really sohol&rly work on the res tttlement of 

Baltlo refugees had been undertaken, and informed me that an 

letonian researcher/probably a statistician/ was doing a 

alaillar researoh here in Sweden* I told him that eventually 

I had a broader projeot in mind, including other refugeee, 

but nevertheless he would obviously expect me to oontgot 

the Latvian organizations and would probably be surprised 

if I did not do so in the next future. In order to take 

off his mind from Baltic affairs, I told him that I was 

also Interested in literary and theatrloal research and 

that I would like to use the library of the institute in 

that line more than for my notional researoh projeot. Be 

was extremely courteous and said that if I wished I can 

have a table at the library and work there permanently* 

This might ''erne in han't y and provide me with some sort of 

a plaoe for cover purposes* Less advantageous was the fact ^ 

that KALNINS quickly identified my actual background 

since he remembered my father's Journal tic work. Per so, 

that is not particularly important . unless there is some 

slip-up in my contacts with CL J and CZ J3 

C ^L3 does not seam to have any real contacts with 

KAIHINS and with the Russian Institute, but CL J 

and KALNINS know each other well. 

b/ KALNINS introduced me also to Sergei 
RITTBNBERG, instructor of Russian, an elderly man, native 
of St.Petersburg/Leningrad/* My conversation with him 
was insignificant. 

2. I learned from KALNINS that Max Henrik BIRNBAUM 

is still in the USA and will return in October./ The sohedule 
Of lectures states that he will resume^ his teaching on 
5 Ootober/. 

3. During my stay at the Institute and the short 
perusual of the library, I noticed several Swedish students 
and observed that it would be fairly easy for, especially if 
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start using the library mors or leas regularly, to make their 
acquaintance under any plausible pretext. According to KAIKINS, 

' about ISO students havqregistered for rarious Sttwlo studies 
and I presume that some of them are interested in the Swedish- 
Soviet students exchange program. I think that through attending 
the Institute! library I might nersonally be able to spot 
than and eventually put CL J3 on their trail.
